Seed From Flax Straw 
A new machine which will in all 
revolutionize the  flax- 


ada has just been completed hy. a 
Saskatoon Iron Works. This mach- 
ine was designed by F. W. Van Allen 
and is to be shipped to the Dominion 


tario. It is a threshing machine for 
removing seed from flax straw which 
is'to be used in fibre mills, For this 
purpose it is essential that the straw 
be kept straight, even and unbroken. 
In the operation of the new machine 
the bundles of flax are opened_and 
fed into the deseeder, which threshes 
the heads thoroughly without(injury 
to the straw, and: delivers eid seed 
well cleaned, and sends the-chaff to 
a bagger, this having value as a stock 
feed: The straw is kept*parallel dur- 
ing the whole operation and deliver- 
ed, after being threshed, into small 
bundles or sheaves ready for the pro- 
cesses of “retting’” and “scutching.”

A New. Source’ For Sugar in the 
Leaves of the Douglas Fir of 
British Columbia 


Passing in strangeness any’ botani- 
cal'discovery made in recent times is 
that, recently: made of a new. source 
for sugar. in the-leaves‘of the Douglas 
fir situated in ‘certain. confined por- 
tions of the'dry belt of*British Col- 


umbia,. Though this sugar was. gath- — 


ered by the Indians for centurics, 
and, the bears .have long. been break- 
ing down branches to feed upon it, 
the prenomenon seems to have cs- 
caped the notice entirely of the carl 
missionaries. and explorers and,eie 
surveyors who camé later, for no word 
of it is written in the ‘chronicles of 
the province, and ‘had the pioneers 
known of it they undoubtedly would 
have written of it on account of its 
strangeness. : 
The report of the facts relating ;to 
thé phenomenon is made possible by 
the research o £. John, Davidson, 
F.L.S., F.B.S.E., botanist in charge of 
the University of British Columbia, 
who spent much time in the dry belt 
region to investigate the phenomenon. 
He found that trees on southern 
and eastern exposures on gentle 
slopes in the dry belt region of Brit- 
ish Columbia lying between parallels 
50 and 51 and longitude 121 to 122 
chiéfly yielded sugar.

Power In Alberta 


All the Power Required in the Proy- 
ince Can Be Generated 
From Coal © 
The conservation commission has 
published a report by James White, 
deputy head of the -commission, on 
the generation of electrical powét in 
Alberta, in which the use of coal is 
declared to be more ‘economical than 
water power. Mr. White shows that 
by establishing super-power stations 
at the’ principal coal-mining centres 
all the power required in the proy- 
ince can be generated from coal, 
which. at present is ‘being wasted or 
left in the mine. It is suggested that 


super-power. stations at Lethbridge, 


Drumheller and vicinity of Edmon- 
ton, with transmission lines of, in 
general, not more than 100°miles in 
length, would supply electric energy 
to practically the whole of the prov- 
ince. The energy generated by only 
two great steam electric units of 80,- 
000 h.p. each, similar to one now in 
operation in a street railway power- 
house in New York, would supply the 
whole province with power and light. 

The relative costs of steam-electric 
and hydro-electric plants are com- 
pared, and the use of natural gas for 
the production of power, except un- 
der special conditions, is deprecated, 
The possibilities of the electrification 
of railways, the occurrence of petro- 
leum and the fixation of nitrogen 
are briefly discussed. _

Forissier, whe formerly resided at 
Pipestone, Man., has been. elected 
meinber of parliament for the district 
of Loire, France. The information was 
contained in a letter received by Mr. 
de la Giclais from Mr. Forissier, 

The district which elected Mr. 
Forissicr ‘was represented in the 
French parliament several years ago 
by his father. Roland Forissier and 
his brother, Jean, in pre-war days 
operated a large farm near Pipestone. 
They were French reservists, and 
when the war broke out returned to 
France and served with the French 
army. Jean was killed on or about 
August 24, 1914, and was one of the 
first French reservists from Manitoba 
to lose his life in the war. Their 
éstate is being administered by the 
Trustee Company of Winnipeg. 

Mr. de la Giclais said that his com- 
Pany is also administering the estate 
of Louis. de Longeveille, another 
French reservist from Manitoba, who 
was killed in action in 1915. A 
brother, who farmed with him at Du- 
frost, also served in the French army 
and is still in France. Four other 
brothers were killed in action.

R. de la Salle, who served in the 
French army and who died at his 
home ona large ranch at Kew, Alta., 
from an affection of the lungs caused 
by gas poisoning.

Great activity in farm lands in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
with the biggest demand ‘Mat has 
been in evidence for several years, is 
reported. ; 

Farm lands are changing hands 
rapidly, but the purchasers are, for 
the most part, local men who know 
the land and have had an opportun- 
ity during the summer to inspect it 
and to ascertain what it will pro- 
ducé.

Children’s Festival 
Ends in Mad Riot 


Thousands of Uninvited Guests Cause 
of Heart-rending scenes in New 
York Armories 


New York.—Thousands of uninvit- 
ed children, for whom no gifts were 
provided, crowded their way into the 
7ist Regiment Armories Tuesday 
hight and threw New York’s largest 
children’s Christmas festival into a 
riot. During the height of the up- 
roar fourteen thousand youngsters 
were-in a mad scramble for their 
share of presents which were stacked 
up on tables fof distribution to seven 
thousand needy kiddies, who had been 
invited. 

Police. reserves from_ precincts, 
aided. by the army detail of soldiers, 
were unable to check the wild onrush. 
Several women fainted and scores of 
children, some of them on crutches, 
were bowled over as the youngsters 
rushed about the floor. No semblance 
of order was obtained until thousands 
of youngsters had been rushed into 
the streets, where, separated from 
their chaperons and mothers, many of 
them hungry and without gifts, tear- 
fully clamored to be taken to their 
homes. Less than 50 per. cent. of 
them managed to get a gift package in 
the melee. 

The trouble started when clowns 
made their appearance on the armory 
floor. Children, who had _ been as- 
signed to places in the building, 
rushed out on the floor in mass for- 
mation and crowded about the mer- 
rymakers to take advantage of the 
disorder to help themselves from the 
gift table, and in a minute the rush 
was on. 

The policemen present were liter- 
ally; swept off their feet, additional 
reserves were summoned and a bug- 
ler sounded the assernihly call, bring- 
ing to the rescue the uniformed 
armory detail. Children fought and 
scratched each other for the posses- 
sion of dolls and other toys in the 
packages of presents. One freckled, 
red-faced youth, wearing an abreviat- 
ed army coat, was seen to carry away 
eight packages under his arm. Order 
was not restored until thousands of 
children had been driven into the 
street by main force. ;
